SAYEI—

Authentic intelligence received here from the
headquarters of the Army of the North states
that Field-Marshal Benedek bas found it neces-
gary, from gtrategetical reonsons, 1o take up a
position between Konlggratz and Josephsiadt.

No further attack has been made on this posi-
tion, nor has there been any fresh fighting, a
proof that the Prussian losses in the late battles
must alse have bean considerable, and that their
troops are much exhaosted. This has been prin.
cipally cansed by the Austrian artiliery.

The first Augtrinn army corps and the S8axon
army have joined the chief Avelrian army,
and are ready for mction, The best possible
apirit and the most undaunted courage prevull
in the army. Important events are expected
within the next few dnys,

MARSHAL BENEDREE REFORTS HIE LOSE AND OHANGE
OF POSITION,

General von Benedek thus announces the de.
feat of the left wing of he army and the conse-
quent removal of his headquarters from Kounis-
inhof to Koniggratz, a small fortress about
twenty-two miles south of Josephstadt:—

Dopexse, June 80, 6 P, M.—The repulse of the
Sazon and First Austrian corpa d'armee obliges
me to retreat 1o Konigeraltz.

At the foot of Benedek's laconic despatch is
the following semi-official article:—From the
Feld-Zeugmeister's eommunication that he, in
consequence of the repulse of the Saxons and 1st
Ausirian corps d'armee, was retreatiug in the
direction of Koniggratz, we, being for the
moment without any nearer information on the
subject, must suppose that the leit wing of the
Northern army advanced to the northwest of
Jicin (Gitechin), and there found the enemy in
& strong position, from which it was unable to
diglodge him,

We must further eonclude that the Feld-Zeug-
meister, bewng unwilliog to subject his army
further severe logses, has fallen back in the
direction of Konieeratz, with the intention of
atincking the enemy as voon as he may think fit
to quit the position which he now occuples.
The courage aud constancy of our troops, and
the well-known energyv of their commander,
render it probable that the enemy will soon be
deprived of any advaniages which he may bave
obtained.

AUSTRIAN LEFT WING AND THE SAXONS BEATEN.
Vienna (Juby 1) Corresponder.ee of the London Times,

Though it was yesterday evening known that
the Feld-Zengmeister von Benedek had failed in
his attervpt to cut off the comwunication be-
tween the Prussisn armics under the command
of the COrown Prince and Prince Frederick
Charles, the pablic was not prepared to hear
thet the Baxon troops and the left wing of the
Austrian army had been defeated and forced to
retreat in the direction of Prague.

The news was communicated to the inhabit-
ants ol this ity by means of an extraordinary
gupplement to the Weiner Zeitung, whieh was
published and posted at an early hour this
morning,

THE EPFECT IN PRAGUE AND VIENNA

The inbabitants of Prague and Vienna are in
great consternation, and on all sides it is asked
how the Emperor could allow Count Clam
Gallas to retnin command of the 1st Corps
d'Armee, he having, during the war in Lom-
bardy in 1860, given multifarious proofs of in-
eapacity., Yeu may, perhups, recollect that I,
about two months ago, publicly stated that Gen.
von Benedek was loth to have General Count
Clam Gallas placed under his command.

The commander of the 1st Corps d'Armee
belopgs to the Gyuvlar school, and is totally
unable to keep pace with such go-ahead soldiers
as Cablenz, Ramming, and Edelsheim. Up to

The Butile ef Nachod,
RATORT OF THE OROWN PRINOE OF IRUSSIA,

The tollowinﬁdeapmuh his been received in
Berlin from his Royal Highoess the Crown
I'rince:—

Bemnerz, June 27.—1 have most respectfully
to report 1o i-nur Mujesty as follows upon the
events of to day:;—0On the alternoon of the 26th
teneral von Steinmetz had pushed forward his
vanguard under Major-General von Lowenteldt
towards Nachod. After a short encagement the
latter wol possesgion of the pass, which was
abandoned by the Austrians with a loss of
elghteen killed. The vanguard threw out skir-
mishers in the direction ot Skulitz,

At halt-past mne this morning the vanguard
wae sharply attucked by two brigades of the
6th Austrinn corps, well provided with artil-
lery, and followed by o third brigade as gsupport.
The Prince Holstein heavy cavalry division
at the same time appeared upon the field. By
the eflorls of the vanguard, which withdrew
¢lowly skirmishing, time was gained for the
main body of the corps to emergze 1rom the puss
and reach the heights immediately in front. At
this moment 1 came up in ﬁood time (rom Brau-
nau. As the trocpe arrived they were immedi-
ately thrown forward to hold the nenrest heights,
the Kirchbach division to the right and the
Lowenfeldt division to the left. The eutire
artillery, ninety guns, was brought up into the
line of 'haltle, to meet which the enemy was
reinforced by the last brigade ol the 6th Corps,
and its reserve artillery, The advance of the
enemy was soon checked, and as soon as our
corps, strengthencd by an inl’lmtry regiment and
reserve, had taken up its position, we were
enabled cnergetically to assume the offensive,
The bostile Prince Jobn's Culrassier Brigade was
deteated by a brilliant charge of the 1lst Uhlans
and sth Dragoong, nnder General von Wnuck,
ater u most desperate hand-to-hand combat.
Each regiment captured a hostile standard.
Genersl von Wnuek, Colonel von Treskow, and
Licutenant-Colonel von Wichtmann, the com-
manders of both regiments, received honorable
wounds,

The infantry, whose fire had been of ndmira-
ble effect, attacked at varlous polnts with the
bayounet, and took possession of the advanced
woodlapd and surrounding ground, In these
operations the flag of the Third Dentschmeister
battalion fell into our hands,

Towards 3 P. M. all the enemy's troops were
in retreat, followed up by the fre of our arul-
lery. One detachment of the lst Uhlans sue-
ceeded 1m caPturlng two gung; three others were
abaudoned in the hssty retreat. The cavalry,
supported by ¢ome ol the infantry, engaged in
temporary pursuit, while the brigade of the 5th
Corps that came up towards evening, undertook
the vanguard, 1 returned to Nachod about 6
o'clock, after I had seen almost all the troops
that had been engaged upon the fleld, and had
thanked them in vour Majesty’s nume,

The battle of todayls an honor 1o General
von Steinmetz and the fifth army corps. [ can-
not sufficiently praise the extraordinary cool-
nes# of the young troops. All arms have vied
most glorionely in the discharge of thelr duty,
The needle gun effected conslderable slaughter,
and canged the failure of all Lhe enamy's attnoks,
which were undertaken with great intrepldity,
The artillery displayed rare powers of endurance
in tace of the hosule fire, at first greatly supe-
rior, and the cavalry showed itsell more than a
match for the much veunted Austrian horse,
Upon the Austrun side twenty-eight batlalions
were under fire, from all of which prisoners
have fallen inte our haods. The fifth corps, on
the other hand, had only twenty-two battalions
to oppose to op{mie to this force, and of these
the froops kept in reserve only came under the
fire of grenades, The brithant success of the day
%ma been purchassd with comparatively slight

The Battle of Castoxzn,
REFORT OF THE ARCHDUKE ALDBRT OF AUSTRIA:

The Archduke Albert hns addressed to the
Eu peror ol Ausiriaa report of the battle of
Cugtozza, of which the following are the princ:
pal passagcs:—

The ecavalry brigade of Colonel Pulz had
ordeis to relire flowly by Villalraues to Verona,
andto avoul any derfovs engagemens; but, al the
sume time, to remaln continually in contact with
the enemy.

It ia known that our adversary had not ob-
served the delay of three duys tixed by himsell
for the commencement of hostilities, tor on the
21et of June he had already commenced erecting
n bridge av Molina di Volta, near Pozzolo, with-
out being 1m{|edﬂl from our side,

On the 224 of June the enemy, not without
gome hesitation, passed the Mincio near Golto,
Porrolp, Valeggio, ana Mopzambano, On the
morning of the 221 the detucaments of the Pulz
brigade evacuated Villairanecs, aiter baving col
lected together all other detuohments stationed
to the south. The enemy occupted Villalranca
only at 2 o'clock in the atternoon by Bersaglier,
and threw strong columns of oavalry, with
ardilery, in the direction of Dussobuono, where,
towards 4 o'clock, some cannou shots were ex-
changed with our cavalry brigade, which had
encamped durine the nights of the 23d and 24th
June near Fort Giseln.

Btall Colonel Baron von Ruber, sent out to
reconnoitre on the morning of the 23d, an.
noumnced to me at 2 o'clock, from Somma Cam-
pagua, that that point, as well as tne neighbor-
g mamilons to the gouth, were not occupied
by the enemy, but that long lines of dust Lo the
south of Villatranca indicated the enemy's march
towards the east,

I therefore took the resolution to occupy that
same day the heights between Somma Campagna
wud Sandra.

The brigade under Colonel Prince von Saxe-
Weimar, belongiog 1o the Keserve Division of
Cuvalry, advanced towards Sandra, with orders
10 eend detachments as lar as Costelnuovo. The
Gth Corps marched on Sona, #nd pushed forwurd
ontposts towasds Zernare., In the sam« manner
the Yth Corps took up & posifion on the 23d at
Sunta Lucea and the 7th Corps at Massimo,
These two corps had to guard tLese positions
durnng the nignt, notwitbstanding that the 7ih
Corps in particular had during the day effected,
in an overpowering heat, the fatiguing march
irom Ban Bomiacio to San Massimo. At don
the morning of the 24th the 6th Corps advanced
m a4 strudght line upon Somma Cawmpagna;
while the 7th Corps, intended to serve as its
reserve, took the direction of Boua, The 6th
Army Corps recewved orders to ocoupy early San
Giorglo, in Balice, maintaning at the same time
its position st Bone untll ithe arrival of the
ith Corps, while the division of infantry would
occupy Casteinuovo. Eight squadrons were
faken from the ecavilry regiments belonging to
the diflerent army corps 1o reinforee, under the
ordeis of Colonel Berunovies, the Pulz Briga le,
which was under instructions to advance on the

24th on the left wing of the 9th Corps,
towards Custozza, and thus to cover the
lett flank of tte army. The enemy, who

had vecupied during the night of the 24d, Vil-
latranca, Custozza, Monte Mamaor, and Mouote-
vento, and pushed jorward his left wing as far
us Castelnuovo, must have been apprised of our
wrmy having marched from Verons, for at the
break of dayhis outposts had been advanced
on the line from San Rooco di Palezzuola to
Fenile Corte and Oliosi. This last point espe-
cinlly was strongly occupied. The successive
sppesrance of la]rl[.!t' columps on Mount Veato,
Mount Mamaor, Mount Godio, ete., as well as
the array of cavalry and iniantry near Vilia-

‘Iranca and to the south of SBomwma Compagns,

proved to me that rhe enemy, inding bimself
in front of t4e whole Austrian army of opera-
tlon, had recalled all his columus previously
sent out towards the east,

About 7 in the morning & heavy artillery fire
begnn, while the reserve division upon the
right wing, near Alzarea, the 5ih Corps to the
enst of Ban Giorgio, in Balice, and the 9ta Corps,
at Jomma Campagna and Zerbare, came into
act sn. Our nranery fire was muntained with
couvluess and admirable precision, and produced
a copsiderable etfect, although the euemy suc-
cclzusivcly brought iuto line a superior number of
pieces, .

I ordered the 8th Corps to maintain itselfunder
all arcumstapces at Somma Campagna and
uyon the heights of Cusa del Sola, und to push
forward vigorously, shonid It be possible, towards
Cusetozzg, by way of Slaffalo, The zap betweeu
the 9th and the 6th Corps was filled by the
brigade of General Scudier, of the 7Tth Corps.
The 6th Corps and the reserve division had
orders to advance, the former by 8an Roccodi
Palazzolo, the latter towards Oliosl, These tioops
acquitted themselves of thelr task in a brilllant
manner, The Piret Brigade of the 5th Corps
and the reserve infaniry division earried the
village of Ollosi, set on fire by our artiilery,
notwithstanding the desperate resistance of
tbe e¢nemy and the murderous fire of several
batteries established upon Monte Vento,

The two other brigades of the 5th Army Corps,
under General Moring and Colonel Bauer, car-
ried the farms of Corte and Ban Rocco di
Palazzolo, and the Scudier Brigade of the 7th
Corps advanced in a continual and obstinate
struggle from Zarbare towards Monte Godio.
Lastly the 'l'ogl Brigade, and subsequently the
Weisersheim Brigade of that army corps, were
able to enter the line to partieipate with over-
whelming ardor in the sanguinary combats for
the possession of Monte Godio.

Between oné aud {bhree in the afternoon one
brigude of the 5th Corps carrled Monte Vento,
and the twe others, after a most desperate
struggle, gained possession of Banta Lucia and
Mounte Mumaor. During ihis time the reserve
mvision reached SBulionze and pushed forward
towards Vallemo, Notwithstanding a!l the
efloris of the 9th and 7th Arwwy Corps, they
were unable to suceeed ia carrying Custozea up
to three in the alternoin,

The troops being exbausted, partly by the
burning hea! and the tatigue ot the struegle, |
guve them & short rest, and subsequently or-
dered the Tth Army Corps, reinforced’ by a
brigade of the 5th Corps, 10 make a last attempt
to curry Custozza, detenaed by the enemy with
stubhornness aud great bravery, Before, how-
ever, my order had arrived the Tth Corps, efli-
caciously supported by the wellmaintained fire
of the pieces of the 0th Army Corps, placed at
Casa del Hole, had gaived possession of the
Monte Arablta and Belverere. There still
remained then the difficult task of taking Cus-
tozza and Monte Torre, and of repulsing the
continual and very violenl attacks ol theenemy

The Grent Batile of Sudowa.

Liverroown, July 6, Evening,.—A great battle
tovk place on the 3d lostant, near Sudowa,
resulting in the Prussians obiaining a great and
complete victory, The Prussians took fourteen
thousand prisoners. There were great losses in
killed and wounded, but no estimate was given
ot the numbers,

The Austriuns sent in o flag of troce.  Austrin
has agreed to cede Venena to the Emperor
Nupoleon, and to accept his medistion. Napo-
leon Immediately communicated with the bel-
ligerents,

[he Paria Moniteur of the Sth makes the fol-
lowing announcement:—Ap important event
has just ocourred.  Arter havine maintained the
honor ot his arms in lialy, the Emperor ol
Austria, concurring in the ideas expressed in
the Ewmperor Napoleon's letter of June 11th, to
his Minister of Foreign Affawus, cedes Venerin
to the French Ewperor, and accepts his medi-
ation for the conclusivn of peace, The Kmperor
Napoleon hustened to respond to the summons,
and immediately communicated with the King
ol Prussin, in order 10 o'tain an armistice,

The Austrian Field-Marshal Von Gablentz
arrived at tve Prussian beadguarters sy Hovire,
nent Gitschin, on the 4th of Jwly, with a flag of
truce.

The battle of July 3, near Budowa, was n great
afigir, I resulted m the complete defeat of the
Austrians,

The Prussinns were commanded by the King
in person, They met the Austrnians under Bene-
dek between Hovitz and Konigeratz, The battle
lasted twelye hours. Unul 10 o'clock A. M. the
battle was favorable lo the Austrians, but after
that hour the advantages all were with the
Prussiauns,

At 2 P. M., after an obstinate defense, the
Prussians carried by storm the strong position
of the Austrinos, atter which the lutter were
quickly driven out of other positions, and by 7
o'clock, P. M, were in tull retreat to Konig-
gratz, pursued by the Prussian cavalry.

The Austriang were in complete route, the
road being strewn with baggage, which they
had thrown away. The number ot klled and
wounded on both sides was great, but owing 1o
the extent of the battle-field it had not yet been
ascertained, The Prussians claim to have ecap-
tured, up te the evening of the 4th, 14,000
unwounced prisoners, 116 cannon, and several

flags,

lﬁm Austrian  Archdukes are reported
wounded, Prince Lichtenstein and Prince
Windischgratz were taken prisoners. General
Testetics, commander of an Austrian corps, loat
uleg.

Indian Treaty.

The President hag proclaimed the treaty be-
tween the United Siates and the Choctaw and
Chicknsaw Nations of Indians, by which the lat-
ter covenant and agree that slavery shall not
exist among them, and, in consideration of the
sum of $300,000, cede to this Government the
territory west of the 98th degree west longitnde,
known as the leased district, and obligate them-
selves to bestow upon all persons of African de-
seent resident In the Nations, and thelr descend-
ants, all tLe rights, privileges and immunities,
including the right of suffrage, of cltizens, and
alio pive them each forty acres of land on the
game terms a8 the Choctaws and Chickasawa,
The United States declare a general amnesty of
all past offenses committed by these Indiaos,
and restore them to all the owvil rights which
they enfoyed before they took part in the late
rebeliion,
